Arson destroys Israel 


exhibition 


BUENOS AIRES (Reuter). — A §2n 
Israel exhibition about to be inaugurated 
here was totally destroyed by fire during 
Tuesday night in what Embassy officials 
described yesterday. as a “terrorist holo- 
caust.” 

Only 2 few hours earlier, a plastic bomb 
blew out windows, door frameg and plaster 
work at a Zionist centre and credit co- 
operative in the city of Rosario, 300 kilo- 
metres north-west of Buenos Aires. There 
were no casualties in Rosario but three 
firemen in Buenos Alres city were taken 
to a hospital, overcome by fumes. 

Ag the ruins of the 5,000 square metre 
exhibition pavilion, in a residential district 
of Buenos Aires, smouldered yesterday 
morning, an Israel Embassy official told 
reporters “We have no doubt there was 
sabotage.” According to AFP, thé police 
here discount this. |. 

About 40 persom# were working. in the 
building at the time of-the fire-and “they 
all agree that it started with two explo- 
sions near a shed full of hardboard, wood 
and other packing material,” the spokes- 
man said. 

However, the Israel Ambassador to 
Argentina, Mr. Moshe Allon, told Kol 
Yisrael in a phone conversation from 
Buenos Aires last night that he had πὸ 
theories as to the cause of the fire, The 
police had made no statement with re- 
gard to this, and none could be expect- 
ed while their investigations continued, 
he said. 

The blasts were heard at about 10 p.m. 
The fire brigade arrived shortly afterwards 
but the flames were fanned by high winds.

Asked about Soviet policies of arma’ H- 
mitation in the Middle East, the spokes- 
man replied “the Soviet Union considers 
the question of limitation of armaments 
could be discussed, but only after Israel 
troops have withdrawn from Arab terri- 


“tories.” 


The spokesman read a 1,000 word state- 
ment to foreign and local journalists, sum- 
marizing Soviet charges.

Jerusalem Past Military Correspondent 
TEL AVIV. — An Egyptian commando 
Squad crossed the Canal again yesterday, 
Planting a mige which blew up a half- 
track yesterday afternoon and seriously 
-wounded a soldier. Another soldier was 
wounded by Jordanian fire yesterday 
morning. 

The mune, which exploded at five past 
five, had been planted on ἃ track: in the 
Small Bitter Lake area, not far from 
where an Egyptian commando ambushed 
an army truck last Sunday, wounding a 
soldier and also planting 2 number of 
mines which were later uncovered and 
removed by: Israel sappers, (This Egyptian 
attack was reported by U.N. observers 
yesterday — sete page 2.) 


Tracks of nine men, believed responsible for ἢ 


yesterday's mining, led down tn the nearhy 
Canal banks about a kilometre away. The 
men are believed to have forded the Canal 
under cover of darkness carly in the morn- 
ing. 
One possible explanation for the renewed 
Egyptian provocations is that the Eyyp- 
tians are out to involve Israel in renewed 
artillery duels, feeling they have the upper 
hand as they outnumber Israel's guns 
and their men are given a free hand in 
thelr use of ammunition.

U.N. finds tracks 
of Egyptians who - 
laid Canal ambush

UNITED NATIONS. — UN. cease-fire 
observers found footprints of about 12 per~ 
sons leading to and from the scene of the 
Egyptian ambush of Israel troops on the 
bank of the Suez Canal on Monday. A re« 
port by the acting chief of the UN, 
cease-fire observation teams, Colonel 
E.P.H. Siflasvuo, notes that incoming foot- 
prints appear to be those of normal walk- 
ing, while outgoing footprints appear to be 
Made by persons running. Numerous foot- 
prints were found on both sides of the 
Toadway at the scene of the incident, and 
also what appeared to be footprints were 
“discernable” on the “opposite bank.” 

The report was released by the U.N. 
Secretariat on Tuesday night, Two israel 
soldiers were wounded in the incident. 


Physical evidence seen by the UN. ob- 
servers included ἃ Kalachnikoy magazine 
with several used cartridges and some 
unused ammunition with Arabic mark- 
ings, three anti-tank mines at the scene 
ot the incident, two bazooka projectile 
casings on the Canal enbankment, the re- 
mains of used projectiles, one book of 
Egyptlan matches and one razor blade 
with Arabic lettering, as well as one 
six-wheel truck which had been struck 
by what appeared to be hazooka-type pro- 
jectiles and numerous hits by small arms 
tire, blood stains on the left door and blood 
on the ground under the left floor, and the 
Seat of the vehicle burned.

Federal forces are now closing in on 
Umushia — Biafra’'s makeshift capital 
and lest major town — from the north 
and south. But the war is not over and 
there ig still no sign of the indomttable 
ing in the towel. They still 
have the capacity to hit back as the 
retaking of the town of Oguta on the 
River Niger, with heavy Nigerian casual- 
ties, demonstrated. 


There geemg little doubt, howaver, that 
the logs of airfields on which the 
Biafrana relied so heavily for their vital 
arma gupplies is ultimately more serious 
than the loss of the towns. They still 
have smaller airstrips and night flights, 
particularly from nearby and friendly 
Gabon, continve: arms and relief suppiles 
come In and European wives of Biatrans, 
emlissaries and relief workers go out. 


But the whole operation has become 
more restricted and hazardous at a tine 
when the Biafrans desperately need more 
arms than ever before, This factor above 
all spells final defeat for the “Land of 
the Rising Sun.” 

Few people here, however, are prepared 
to estimate when the end will come. It 
could be several weeks hence. Although 
outgunned, short of every imaginable com- 
modity and stifled by thelr huge refugee 
problem -— Ibos from the southern sectors 
are till fleeing into the Biafran-held 
areas — the Biafrans have the advantage 
of defending an increasingly small bastion. 
They also have ἃ fanatical determination. 
grossly under-estimated in the fleshpots 
of Lagos but not by many of the Federal 
commanders I have talked to in the field. 


Guerrilla war 


Most Nigerian officers expect the 
Biafrans to fight to the end --- and then 
to carry on guerrilla warfare. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Danjuma, Chief of Staff of the 
Federal First Division in Enugu, pointed 
out that they: had already started guerrilia- 
style operations in hig area. These were 
partly responsible for his own division's 
slow progress and for the mess that the 
Second Division based at Onitsha found 
itself in. ᾿ ᾿ 

But, in general, nobody treats the threat 
of guerrilla activities very seriously once 
the main towns and all the airfields have 
been captured. Lack of a proper base and 
poor terrain for guerrilla action — Ibo- 
land has the finest network of roads in 
Black Africa — are cited as the main 
reasons for this confidence. It is also felt 
that once the majority of the civilian 
population is offered the prospect of 
peace, food and a normal existence again 
and sees that “genocide” is a myth, it will 
respond and not join in a campaign of 
terrorism, 

The way the conventional phase of the 
war ends is therefore crucial and jg al- 
ready worrying the Federal authorities. 
There is no doubt that various interna- 
tiosal pressures have Made Federal com- 
manderg extremely conscious of their role 
of “being nice to civilians.” 

But there are few signs that Ibo civil- 
fans are returning to their villages from 
behind the present Biafran lines (although 
in the Federal-held Enugu area they are 
at last coming out of the bush). This is 
partly due to fear of being killed by the 
Nigerians and partly the sheer physical 
aifficulties of trampling through two sets 
of trigger-happy soldiers. 

One Federal plan is to try to cut Biafra 
in half in the hope that at least one 
portion might surrender, but in view of 
the appalling civilian congestion in what 
is left of the breakaway Eastern Region 
any course of action is fraught with 
dangers, 


World’s conscience 


The foreign observers invited by the 
Federal Government three weeks ago are 
beiag saddled with the world’s conscience 
ix an attempt to exercise a restraining 
fofiuence during the final battles. Four of 
them, from Britain, Canada, Poland and 
the United Nations — the Orgenisation of 
‘African Unity. has not appointed its re- 
presentative yet — are making their first 
tour of the fronts this week. Their task 
15 a difficult ff not impossible one. They 
cannot be everywhere at once not can 
they presumably be in the forward platoons 
where the tendency to shoot first and ask 
questiong afterwards is most prevalent. 


Communications and the idlosyncracies 
af certain Federal commanders present 
further obstacles. However their presence 
alone and also that of foreign correspon- 
gents, shouid exercise a moderating in- 
finenee, 


Meanwhile the work of the massive Red 
Cross relief operation on this side of the 
hostilities is beginning to make an impact 
particularly in the Enugu and Calabar 
districts. In the First Division area which 
T visited last week, the -relief people and 
the Federal Army are working amicably 
hand in hand Nine six-man medical and 
relief? teams are supplying food and 
medica! treatment to over a quarter of a 
million people and More are streaming 
out of the bush daily. 


The Second Division's fief ig less happy, 
mainly because sporadic fighting continues 
ia moat eectora including parts of the 
Mid-West State on the other side of the 
Niger River and also because it is fun- 
damentally disorganised, One of its anti- 
alreratt crews shot down a Red Cross 
helicopter by mistake last week. 


In the south, the fiery Colonel Adekunic 
steadfastly refusegz ta allow international 
reef teame in except at Calabar where 
some progress is being made.

© one can doubt that there is a 
swing to the right in American 
politics, but thig is compatible with 
another swing — one toward a radi- 
calism of basic attitudes, both on the 
right and the left, This’ ig becoming 
an era of competing far-out positions: 
that ‘of the youth on the Chicago 
streeta and that of the police answer- 
ing them by cracking their skulls; 
that of the Black Power far-outers, 
who have just Met in Philadelphia 
and discussed an all-black private ur- 
ban militia, and that of the George 
Wallace forces in his American’ Inde- 
pendent. Party; that of a Black Pan- 
ther fourth party, and a pianned fifth 
party (the New Party) made up of dis- 
sidents from the Democrats, and doubt- 
Jess a sixth party: stil to come. 
Such a fragmentizing of positions 


goes with 8. polarizing of emotions. 


and with a “no compromise” mood on 
both sides of every great issue. A 
number of people, who probably have 
never thought of themselves as far- 
outers, have said to me: “I'm sick of 
compromising. Let's have action.” I am 
sure that many other people, in that 
70-plus per cent reported to be sup- 
porting the position of Chicago Mayor 
Daley, have said much the sama 
thing: “We're sick of coddling the 
young and the rioters and the hippies. 
Let's heve action.” 


‘We have already seen the result on 
the Chicago streets. We shall probably 
see more of it. 


This is no time for hysteria. 1 saw 
the police in action in Chicago, and I 
feel strongly that they ovexreacted, 
out of frustration and rage. But to 
those who have sald that this 15. Nazi 
Germany, I have to say, πο, it isn’t 
Nazi Germany, but it may usher in a 
kind of Weimar period which could 
pave the way for something worse. Es- 
pecially if any groups, black or white, 
left or right, start talidng about or- 
ganizing private defence forces. For 
it was these private para-military or- 
ganizations that marked the Weimar 
period before Hitler, along with a ter-. 
rible frustration and a polarizing of 
rage. 

And to those who tell me that they 
are tired of the American two-party 
system, and are fed up with its com- 
promises, and they prefer George Wal- 
lace or Eldridge Cleaver because at 
least you know where they stand 
ideologically, XK have to say again, 
watch out. Ideological politics are 
exactly what America must stay clear 
of. 

Yes, the convention system needs 
changing, and yes, the major parties 
need realignment and are already in 
proceas of realigning. But the idea of 
regrouping in two sharply defined ideo- 
logical camps, each pitted against the 
other with hatred and rage, each see- 
ing the other as the enemy each feel- 
ing that anything goes in the final 
struggle against the other — that way 
lies political madness and national ca- 
tastrophe. 


lf you doubt this, then look at the 
record on the European continent, 
from the Atlantic to. the Volga, where 
for centuries they had the ideological 
politics of race and class and religion, 
The result over the centuries has been 
class wariart, racta] hatred, religious 
genocide, What an example to imi- 
tate! 

I may be called ideologically soft, but 
I am gind America has had a two- 
party non-ideologieal system, with 
enough differences between the parties

ROME. — 
oO the evening of July 23rd, the tele- 
phone rang in the small apart- 
ment I have rented for the summer on 
the Italian shore of the Mediterranean. 
It was my 80-year old mother calling me 
from France. Her voice was tremulous with 
joy and emotion. She said, “I wanted to be 
the first to congratulate you.” 

And, indeed, she was the first to tell 
me the good news that the French Parilia- 
ment had just voted unanimously—except, 
of course, for the Communists — the long- 
‘awaited amnesty which now enables me, 
as well as hundreds of other political 
exiles, to return to my native country. 

More than seven years have passed 
since men such as former Premier Georges 
Bidault and myself were forced into un- 
willing exile by the Ganllist government's 
arbitrary decisions, During 811 those years, 
neither I nor my lawyers could find out 
precisely what charges, if any, were lodged 
against me. My judicial ‘ile’ was a well- 
kept government secret. 

All that I did know was that a warrant 
for my arrest had been signed, at the 
government's insistent request, by ἃ ma- 
gistrate of the dreaded “Court for the Se- 
curity of the State,” the so-called “Special 
Court” whose very existence is a defiance 
of the constitution and the democratic 
traditions of France. This court has meted 
out innumerable prison and death sentences 
to those who have opposed Gaullist rule. 


My name, it goes without saying, was 


.on the blacklist which every policeman in 


the country carries in his pocket. My 
picture, full face and profile, was posted 
on the walls of all police stations and in 
ail customs offices at border points and 


airports. 
Hunted 


1 have been ἃ hunted man for the past 
seven yeara, a man without a country. For 
me, to have attempted to set foot on 
French soil meant immediate arrest, a 
mock trial without benefit of jury, a heavy 
sentence and a Jong sojourn in the gloomy 
prisons of the regime. An indication of the 
severity of the sentences handed down 
by this special court can be judged by the 
case of one of my friends, a mild-mannered 
high-school teacher, who was given 15 
years in jail for nothing more than circu- 
lating an anti-Gaullist leaflet. 

The only reason I can guess for the 
warrant and the subsequent pursuit to ar- 
reat me was a press conference I held 
in a Paris hotel on December 18, 1961, 
during which I denounced —- with a degree 
of vehemence, it is true, but which was 
well within my rights as a French citizen 
-— de Gaulle’s disastrous policy in Algeria 
and his high-handed, anti-democratic and 
unconstitutional methods of government, 
This was enough, back in 1961 and 1962, 
to be treated as a common criminal. 

The foreign reader does not Imnow or, 
at any rate, probably does not remember, 
the hysterical witch-hunt that took place 
during those years in France. All the police 
and security forces, including the infamous 
“Barbouzes (bearded ones),” the ultra- 
secret political police, arrested 11,000 so- 
called “enemies of the state,” including 
at times whole families from grandfather 
down to the grandchildren, 

The jails of France overflowed, Several 
concentration camps, called euphemistically 
“administrative interment centers,” com- 
plete with watch-towers, machine-guns 
and police dogs, were set up in out-of-the- 
way places such as Thol and Saint-Mau- 
rice-l'Ardoise. 

The French authorities brought pressure 
on the governments of the countries around 
France, asking them to arrest and deport 
these political refugees, including myself. 
Special agreements to that effect were 
meade with Franco's Spain and even with 
Konrad Adenauer, then Chancellor of Ger- 
many. Thus, Colonel Gardes, one of the

French army’s best brains, was deported 
from Madrki to Uruguay, and George Bi- 
dault, despite the fact that he was one 
‘on Adenauer's Christian-Democrat friends, 
‘was expelled from West Germany aud 
could find asylum only in far-away Brazil. 

This witch-hunt was, ironically, Jed by 
my former alde, Roger Frey. at the time 
Minister of the Interior and as such iu 
charge of all French police. This inhuman 
hunt went on unabated for five years. I 
was arrested, like any common criminal, 
in Italy, Switzerland and Germany, de- 
ported several times from one country to 
another, sneered at by ex-Nazi officers 
who were only too happy to detain me — 
knowing that I had been one of the active 
Jeaders of the wartime anti-Hitler resist- 
ance. My detention was, of course, at de 
Gaulle’s personal request! And there were 
many times that I found myself penniless, 
in cities where I was an absolute stranger, 
and without 2 raof over my head. 

I lost my positions both as scientist and 
as professor at the Sorbonne. My only re- 
course agaiast stravation was writiog 
books and articles (including those for 
the North American Newspaper Alliance 
the last five years), while hiding under as- 
sumed names in the outskirts of Rome, 
Lisbon and other European cities. One 
summer was spent in a village inn in the 
mountains of the Tyrol. 

My wife remained meanwhile in Paris, 
continuing her work ay an anthropologist. 
Our only means of communication was 
through cautious telephone calls, very 
cautious, indeed, considering that the ubi- 
quitous police tap any and all telephone 
Hnes they want. She also managed to meet 
me from time to time in some foreign 


country, 
Kidnap bids 


Twice, as far as I πον, atteropts were 
made by the secret political police to kid- 
map me, much as they did in abducting 
Colonel Antonie Argoud in Munich in Feb- 
ruery, 1963. The first atterapt failed because 
8. Belgian friend refused to betray me, nor 
could he be swayed by an offer of $100,000 
‘to deliver me to my would-be French kid- 
mapers, 

i escaped the second attempt by the 
skin of my teeth. The furnished flat where 
T lived in Lisbon was already surrounded 
by Gaullist agents. I managed to extricate 
myself in the small hours of the night with 
the help of a devoted pied-noir (French- 
Algerian) friend and took refuge on an 
American ship in the harbour. 

The nightmare of my errant existence 
began to dissolve when the Swiss authori. 
ties officially allowed me to enter the 
country to undergo surgery in a Lausanne 
Hospital. Then, Belgium's Socialist Minis~ 
ter of Justice lifted the ban. I brought 
legal action aganst the Ministry of Justice

in Bonn, and so the German ban was afso 
lifted. In the end, ull the democratic coun- 
trles uf Europe recognized my right to live 
a5 ἃ normal, law-abiding human being. 
This further enraged the French Govera- 
mnent, 

As recently as Iast year, they caused me 
to be detained by the Belgian police on 
a trumped-up ‘charge. But my detention 
Jasted hardly an hour, since the Belgivas 
acknowledged with all due correctness that 
they had been decelved. 

Jneffectua!l protests were again made hy 
the French authorities to the Greek and 
Israeli governments when 1 went on re- 
search trips to Athens and Tel Aviv. 

De Gaulle's thunder apparently πὸ longer 
impresses anyone. Besides, by this time, 
everyone koew that the monstrous and 
pitiless manhunt against me had no justifi- 
cation whatsoever, except In my staunch 
and outspoken opposition to the Gaulllst 
regime, which is the right of every citizen 
dn a true democracy. 

The events jn France of last May and 
June have shaken the regime to its very 
roots, The movement for complete am- 
nesty for all so-called "crimes" committed 
during the Algerian crisis, a movement 
Jed by such humanitarian leaders as Pro- 
fessor Jean la Hargue, could no Jonger 
be ignored, and so the amnesty was finally 
enacted into law, Previously, the Gaulists, 
with the help of the Communists, had 
either killed or watered down every bill 
presented in the National Assembly, but 
this tiie public opinion was too strong 
and the Gaullist majority had to accept 
the fact. So it is that as of July 23rd, all 
political prisoners, including General Raout 
Salan, have been released from prison and 
political exiles such as myself are free 
once again to walk the soil of our native 
land, 

For we, all these years of material 
and moral suffering, have not been wasted. 
During my period of exile, I have written 
six books. Among them, one — “A New 
Road For France" — was published in 
the U.S.: one was ὁπ the art of ancient 
Mexico, another on ethology and the philo- 
sophy of history, and the most recent, 
laat June, on Israel's long march to resto- 
ration 88. an independent mation, And I am 
now actively engaged in writing still an- 
other book, which I have jong promised 
to do. on Gaullism. 

I have experienced many instances of 
human meanness and treachery, but I 
also cherish invaluable instances of friend- 
ship and unselfish devotion. Above all, I 
have kept my self-esteen; I have not 
reneged on my deeply rooted faith in 
democracy and freedom.

with ig uw stringely old-fashioned way 
which, however inuch it Js dressed up 
in soctal welfure phraseology, remuins 
that humiliating and denvoralising pro- 
cess called charity. 


A paper recently published by Dr. 
Ellezer David Jaffe, a sociolagist at 
the Hebrew University, points out that 
under this systent, social workers in 
Israel wre preoccupied with financial 
matters instead of case-wark. Their 
time jis devoted to distributing relief 
funds, fighting for money allocations, 
applying ameans tests — and with un- 
desirable by-products of the system, 
such gs “cellent manipulation.” i.e., dis- 
bursing Money on condilicn that the 
recipient spends it on some worthy re- 
habilitative purpose thought up by the 
saciat worker.

It ig called Negative In- 
come Tax, The name is Undramatic 
and colourless -— precisely because it 
takes Income security out of the fleld 
of good works and converts it into 
ἃ rouline fiscal subject. We have said 
that the existing inceme-tax system 
is progressive; but not 31} the way. 
AE present, the more a person earas, 
the more he pays to the State. If he 
enrns very Uttle he pays πὸ income tax, 
und that ἰς as far as it goes. The 
Atueriean proposal takes the Income- 
redistribution process a stage further. 
If a person euros Jess than ἃ certaln 
minimuin, the tax flow should move 
Into reverse, The Internal Revenue De- 
partment, which takes from the rich 
secording te a rigid scale fixed hy 
law, shovld pay a negative tax or 
“demo-graat” to the poor according 
to a similar seale. 

The advantage Is that all the taking 
and giving of money between State and 
eltizen is concentrated in one depart- 
ment. Everybody has his file, every- 
body reports his income, A straight- 
forward calculation works out whether 
the tax Is a plus entry (@ payment 
to the State} or a Minus entry 13 
payment to the citizen). All the stig- 
ma of relief goes by the board; the 
poor receive a normal income like 
everyone else, and therefore cease to he 
indigent; and social workers ean de- 
vote themsives to their proper job, 
which ἐπ treating handicapped people 
and helping them to earn a better 
living.

New U.S: protectionism - 
causes concern

ALTHOUGH trade liveralization hus 
“Ὁ scored a great victory with the Ken- 
nedy Round’s substantial tariff cuts, the 
free flow of world commerce may be up 
ugainst a new kind of handicap, according 
to informed observers. 


In particular, auspicion is growing as 
regards the new protectionist pressure 
steniming from the U.S. As tariff barriers 
20 down, and foreign goody become more 
compelitlve in the American market, cppo- 
sition to liberal import policy is iucreas- 
ing in American industry, and the admi- 
matration ig becoming more worried by 
the eventual impact on the U.S. employ- 
Ment aod trade balance. Between 1964 and 
1967 American exports to Western Europe 
advanced less than 20 per cent, while 
Western Europe's exports to the U.S. 
doubled. America’s exports grew 30 per 
cent, but her import from there more 
than doubled in the same period, Even 
trade relations with neighbouring Canada 


have turned to America’s disadvantage. 

The device adopted by the State De- 
partment to check this trend is limita- 
tion of imports not by direct action og the 
U.S., but by self-imposed quotas of the 
Major forelgn producers concerned. Need- 
less to Suy these quotas are not imposed 
voluntarily, but under threat of American 
legislation, or other punitive meagurcs. 
However, on the face of it, the GATT 
rules are not infinged thereby. . 

This systcni was first introduced several 
years ago in respect of cotton gaods 
(and Israel too was affected). Now the 
American textile industry demands similar 
“voluntary” agreemeats concerning woul, 
and man-made fibre products as well. 
Negotiations are already under way about 
stecl manufactures. The Japanese have 
reportedly agreed to Umit their exports 
to the U.S. to their current volume plus an 
anoual increment of 7 per cent, aad 
back-room talks have begun with the 
EEC steel companies. Before long, other 
goods may also be constrained.

Devaluation 
of the dollar 
is discussed

price of the U.S. dollar has long 
been a sacred cow in America. To 
discuss even the possibility of a change, 
that is a rise of the dollar price of goid, 
was tantamount to treason in W: . 
The dollar price γᾶ unchangeable — $35 

for an ounce of gold, ever since 1934. 

Recently, however, no less an autho- 
rity than Professor Paul A. Samuelson 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Techno- 
Jogy hasstated that the U.S. Dollar is over- 
valued in relation to other eurrencies by 
no less then 10 to 15 per cent. Writing in 
the leading business monthly, “Fortune”, 
Prof. Samuclson openly and frankly dis- 
cusses three ways of devaluing the U.S. 
Collar: to cope with America's trade trou- 

es, 

This is not a simple matter, as the 
trick is of course to devalue relative to 
other currencies, It is no use raising 
price of gold iram 985 to say φάτ" far 
ounce, or by about 15 per cent, if all other 
teading currencies immediately follow suit. 
This would keep the currencies in un- 
changed relation to each other, the trade 
position would remain the same, and only 
make the hoarders of gold and the produ- 
cers of the yellow metal, South Africa and 
Russiu, a little richer, Nevertheless, Pro- 
fessor Samuelson discusses three ways of 
devajuating the U.S. dollar. 

Firstly a more modest increase in the 
Price of gold, not more than 10 per cent 
to $38.50 per troy ounce. This would not 
break the U.S. promise to the Internation- 
al Monctary Fund, as every nation that 
has not changed the value of its currency 
since 1945 may devalue it by 10 per cent 
without need for consultation with the in- 
ternational money managers. But such a 
step needs the approval of the American 
legislative body, the Congress. Prof. Sam- 
ueison fears that discussion of a rise in 
the price of gold in Congress may produce 
an awkward situation, ag other central 
a would certainly not just‘ sit and 
wait, 

One could also Jeave the U.S, dolar 
Price of gold unchanged, but ask other 
countries to up-value their currencies in 
relation to the dollar. Prof. Samuelson 
mentions in this respect first and fore- 
mostly Germany, but also Italy and the 
Netherlands. However, this second alter- 
native to a non-American sounds extreme- 
ly naive. If the currency of a certain coun- 
try is overvalued, why should other coun- 
tries step in to remedy the balance? 
Tt is cleay to any outsider that if action 
is necessary, it is the U.S. itself that must 
act. 5 
Prof. Samuelson gaey on to discuss 2 
third alternative, Keep the gold price, but 
let the dollar float, which would amount 
to a de-facto devaluation of the dollar if 
the Unitea States Treasury decides to low- 
er the rate. Under the U.S. Law the Trea- 


sury may buy and sell gold “at such rates. 


and upon such terms and conditions as it 
may deem most advantageous to the pub- 
Ne (American) interest." However, even 
the learned economist js of the opinion 
that this is not an easy way out of the 
present dilemma, as there is a sad lack 
of international cooperation in determin- 
ing future rates, pre-requisite of the third 
alternative. 

For Israelis, the present discussion is 
certainly most juteresting as our economy, 
is, sq to say, linked to the U.S. dollar. 
There is not a shadow of a doubt that 
should the U.S. dollar devaluate — still 
only'a remote possibility, the Israel pound 
would immediately follow suit. We would 
consequently neither suffer nor benefit 
from a dollar devaluation. The impor- 
tance of dollar linkage so highly valued 
in the past, and rightly so, bas. however, 
peen‘seriously impaired. It seems that for 
the investor the tables have turned again. 
Index linking seems to be more atiractive 
than dollar linking.

CTIC restoring confidence 


decision of Central Trade and 
Investment Company (C.T.LC.) to de- 
elare po dividend for 1967 could have 
hardly surprised anybody. But the an- 
nouncement of a 5 per cent interim dividend 
for 1968 — indicating substantial im- 
provement in the company’s earnings — 
was duly noted, and brought in its wake 
8. rise in Central Trade share quotations. 
it was, of course, inevitable that a con- 
cern with so big a stake in building 
Materials, transport equipment, textiles, 
and urban development should be affected 
by the economic slowdown. The cement 
output of Nesher — of which C.T-LC, 
owns 40 per cent — dropped a full quarter 
in the report year, and almost a third 
of it was exported, probably with little 
profit. Output of Urdan (steel castings) 
wholly owned by C.T.LC., was 20 per cent 
below the level of 1966, and 40 per cent 
below that of 1965. The K.B.A. venture — 
developing Ashdod town — must have 
had a difficult time. Kitan~Dimona shared 
the fate of other Israel textile con~ 
cerns. Telrad (telephone equipment) 
sold 8 quarter less than in the previous 
year. Leyland and Autocars were not yet 


out of their teething troubles. Swiss- 
Israel Bank (wholly-owned) wag still con- 
Solidating its widely ramified activities. 

Smalt wonder that C.T.LC.'s dividend 
income declined dramatically. In 1967 it 
amounted to ILL4m., te. one-third less 
than in 1966, and little more than one- 
third of the dividends it received in 1964. 
Though at the same Ume its interest in- 
come —- from Joans to affiliated companies 
-—— increased steadily, topping IL2m. in 
the report year, the interest and commis- 
sions paid by it increased even more. 
Already. in 1965 it incurred a small 
negative balance on this account, In 1967 
this deficit amounted to TLim. and if 
linking increments are duly included, to 
TLL9m, 1.6. to much More than the divi- 
dend income. 

The above does not provide for the 
C1LT.C.'g3 own overheads, however, which 
amounted to ILLim, in 1967. As a matter 
of fact, it was covered from “commer- 
cial profits, commissions, service fees, and 
other income” which Wave become the 
mainstay of C.TI.C’'s revenue in recent 
years.

Price of Argaman’s expansion 


He 1967-68 report of Argaman (textile 
dyeing and finishing) company should be 
elosely studied by all concerns intending 
major changes in their productive outfit, 
particularly automation or transfer ta ἃ 
new site. It shows both the advantages 
aud the dangers involved in such changes. 
Even though the report is confined to 
bare essentials, the overall picture can be 
aor age barked its ambi- 

The company eml ed upon ambi- 
με ile the Israel 
textile industry was stil expanding rapid- 
ly, and the administration was bent upon 
backing this development by all means. 
The decision to transfer the plant from 
Bnei Brak to Yavne wag taken owing 
to the cramped conditions on the oid site, 
and — probably — also in order to 
ease the financing by sale of high-price 
urban land, and by loans made available 
for projects in development areas. Both 
objectives have been achieved, in a way. 
However, the process took much Jonger 
than was originally expected, and has run 
into various suags. : 

The textile industry failed to develop 
according to official plans, aud the big 
integrated concerns dominating it tend to 
resort to their own dyeing and finishing 
divisions, Moving of Argaman personnel 
to the new location has encountered op- 
position, while dismissals proved to be 
much costlier than was contracted for. 
Land prices were affected by the building 
slump and the slowdown. The drawn-out 
transfer hag resulted in bigger expendi- 
ture, aggravating the financial problem. A 
company 1655 sound than Argaman could 
have easily tumbled — as some indeed did. 

In 1964-65, Argaman’s net profit (be- 
fore tax) was IL13m. Le. 15 per cent of 
the turnover and 26 per cent of the paid- 
up share capitel. In 1966-67 the profit was 
virtually nil, Last year it amounted to 
IL0.3m. (less than ὁ per cent of the 
turnover, and 5.3 per cent of the Share 
capital), but most of it was due to a chang- 
ed method of depreciation, which may yet 
have to be reversed. In any case, at. the 
old depreciation rate the company would 
have enéed with virtually no profit in the 
past year too. Next year, Argaman will 
its IL6.5m. 
loan from the Industriai Development 
Bank, and will have to pay another lump 
sum of excess severance pay to workers 
prefcrring. to stay at Buel Brak. It wiil 
‘also have to provide sizeable amounts of 
capital for developing the business of 
converting cloth on its own account — 
for both home and foreign customers 
in which it plans to engage in order to 
offset the loss of potential jobbing clients. 
All of this will doubtless be reflected in 
its fimancing costs, which amounted to 
1L0.55m. last year, i.e. about 60 per cent 
of its gross aperating profit. - 

It is at this heavy price that the com- 
pany's expansion and Modernisation has 
been achieved. However, achieved it hag 
been, and- its importance is rather dis- 
guised by the above figures. What mat- 
ters is that Argaman now owns az ultra- 
Modern plant, excellently planned and 
largely automated, with a capacity by 
far exceeding that of the old plant, cap- 
able of producing high quality: work at ἃ 
price Jowar than the integrated textile 
concerns here, and highly competitive 
abroad. In the cotton section, 75 people 
will be employed at double output, ag 
compared with 125 before.

Construction of the first buildings on a 
500-dunam campus for science-based | ixi- 
dustry and research institutions in Jeru- 
salem, in which the Hebrew University, 
together with other Israel institutions of 
applied research will play. a major role, 
is scheduled to begin next year. . 

According to Dr. Hliezer Tal, Director 
ot the National Council for Research and 
Development under the Prime Minister's 
Office, the Industrial and Research Cam- 
pus (LR.C.) will be located in Mekor 
Haim in southern Jerusalem. Three hun- 
dred dunam will be set aside to science- 
based industries while 200 dumam are 
slated for Government research institutes. 

The new campus will encompass the 
five or six such institutes now’ scattered 
all over Jerusalem. Several of these are 
in old, dilapidated buildings, and it. is 
also planned to bring another three Gov- 
ernment research’ institutes, which are 
now located at various places outside Jeru- 
salem — including e Institute for 
Petroleum Research and Geophysics near 
Tel Aviv — to the industrial campus.

Israel must break Jarring 


deadlock, British tell Allon

LONDON, — When he reports back to his 
Israel] Cabinet colleagues on the British leg 
of his overseas tour, which ended in London 
with 2 call on Prime Minister Harold Wil- 
son on Monday, Deputy Premier Yigal 
Allon will have to relate that, while he 
Met with the utmost friendship and sym- 
pathy, the British — like the Americans —~ 
feel strongly that it is for Israel to break 
the dendiock in the Jarring mission, by 
giving some clear ‘indication of her terms 
for a settlement. 


Mr. Allon, who also saw Foreign Secre- 
tary Michacl] Stewart and Defence Minis- 
ter Denis Healey, will have been left in no 
doubt that Britain sees the Jarring mis- 
sion as holding out the only haope of a 
peaceful settlemenlt in the Middle East. 
London now feeis that Dr. Jarring should 
be acknowledged not so much as an inter- 
mediary, trying to bring the two sides 
together, but ag a mediator enjoying the 
tull confidence of all the parties to the 
dispute, and passing between them with 
firm proposals and counter-proposals. 


UNTILL SIGNATURE

The Supreme Court al- 
Jowed an appeal against 
the leniency of a sentence 
delivered by the Tel Aviv 
District Court, on March 11, 
1968. (Cr. C. 799/67). 

The respondent, Avraham 
Ben Moshe, was charged in 
the Tel Aviv District Court 
with unlawfully wounding 
ISnesszet Member Meir Wil- 
ner with intent to cause him 
evrievous harm, an offence 
against section 235 (a) of 
the Criminal Code Ordinance. 
He pleaded in his defence that 
fhe had not intended endan- 
gering Mr. Wilner’s life 
when he stabbed him in the 
back with 2 knife, but hed 
merely intended to demon- 
strate his loathing for Mr. 
‘Wilner’s anti-Israel speeches 
and Soviet-lne propaganda 
and his disapproval of the 
Government's apathy in al- 
lowing him a free forum to 
propagate his pernicious 
ideas, 

The District Court found 
him guilty of the offence 
and, conceding that it was 
possible to understand the 
Yeelings of 2 person like 
the accused (who had been 
sent by the Russians to Si- 
beria for Zionist activities 
and had suffered grievously 
there) nevertheless it felt that 
he, and others like him who 
abhorred Mr. Wilner’s poll- 
tical conduct, should them- 
selves be interested in the 
preservation of the rule of 
jaw and not take the law 
into their own hands. They 
sentenced him to elghteen 
months imprisonment. 

In the State’s appeal 
against the leniency of the 
sentence, the State Attorney 
submitted that the District 
Court should have regarded 
the respondent’s motive for 
perpetrating the offence as 
ΘᾺ aggravating circumstance 
instead of sympathizing with 
it. As if the courts are to 
deal Jeniently with those who 
choose violence as a means 
of persuading others to 
change their political opin- 
jons this will sorely preju- 
dice the principle of the rule 
of law on which the demo~- 
cratic regime of Israel is 
‘based and will open the way 
to the spread of intimidation 
and terror as a weapon in 
athe political life of the coun- 
try.

LONDON {FWF). — 
HE: great debate on spare-part aur- 
gery today concentrates on two 
things: first, whether artificial mechani- 
cal organs will ultimately come to he 
used instead of living organs taken from 
a donor; secondly, how long it will be 
before the problem of rejection of foreign 
grafts is decisively overcome. But it is 
now quite possible that both these argu- 
ments may become obsolete. For we now 
have the possibility that, instead of ac- 


“cepting grafts or.using mechanical er- 


gans. human beings may be taught to 

grow their own spare parts from their 

own bodies. 
Some lower 


animals automatically 


ἦν grow new limbs if they lose them. Crabs 


grow new claws, insects new legs, and 
in yet lower animals only a smali piece 
of the orlginal creature is sufficient to 
produce a complete and perfect replica. 
Until recently, it was belleved that this 
power of regeneration, as it is called, 
had been completely lost by higher ani- 
mals, especially by the warm-blooded 
creatures, the mammals, the group which 
includes man, But recent Russian and 
American work shows this is not so. This 
research shows that the ability to rege- 
nerate has survived in mammals, though 
it no longer comes about naturally. It has 
to be prodded into action. 


Genetic code 


It is not so difficult to understand how 
we might be able to replace lost or diseas- 
wd ou. ΘΠ ὧν tissues if ome remembers 
that every living cell out of the many 
millions in the human body contains 
exactly the same set of instructions, the 
lucclical genetic code. This code contains 
a the blueprints required to make 
every part of a human body. So as to 
averd confusion, something Hke nine-tenths 
or more of these instructions are “switch- 
ed off" in each cell, leaving only the 
right bit of the blueprint which tells the 
evll huw to make itself into the right kind 
of cell for the part of the body It has 
to ἢν and work in. 

One of the trails being most Lotly pur- 
sued Ὧν sclentists today is fhe way to dis- 
caver just how different bits of blueprint 


are switched on and switched off. Scien- 
lista are perhaps half-way to a full un- 
derstanding, after which it should become 
possible to manipulate the design of our 
bodie:

How far have we gone towards per- 


suading our bodies to grow uew spe~ 
cialised tissue, which normally is never 
regenerated? In a recent article written 
for the British magazine “Science Jour- 
nal,” Professor Lev Polezhaev, head of the 
Russian Academy of Sciences’ Laboratory 
of Experimental Morphology, says that he 
has already shown that damaged bones in 
the akull of mammals can be repaired by 
stimulating the skull to produce πεν 
bone, although normally, once 2 mammal 
is mature, damage to the skull can ne- 
ver be repaired by new bone formation 
because the skull loses all ability to re- 
generate. ᾿ 


Regeneration 


Profesaor Polezhaev also says that his 
experiments on regeneration raise what he 
calls the “intriguing possibility” of mak- 
ing a human heart regenerate its own 
new muscle, to replace any heart muscle 
lost through disease, “If this proves to 
be realistic then it may even remove the 
need for heart transplants, and present 
research suggests that it will.” 


What evidence is there for such a re- 
markable claim? Take first the work on 
skull bone repair. This was itself bused 
on earlier work, which had shown that 
in lower animals the thing which sti- 
mulates regeneration is severe destruction 


of tissue, Later it emerged that the pro- ὁ 


ducts of destruction, the dabris of hope- 
lessly smashed-up living cells, had to be 
present if regeneration were properly to 
be stimulated, To use an analogy, It is 
rather as though town planners were un- 
able to rebuild a city to a proper plan 
after an earthquake unless plenty of the 
debris from the disaster were to be left 
lying around when recoustruction first be- 
gan. 


Debris seems to he the main stimulus 
which tells 2 damaged organ to start to 
return its specialised cells to the undif- 
ferentiated state in which they began, in 
which any part of their genetic code can 
be woken to life or any part shut down. 
Biologists call this a return to an em- 
bryonic state. It allows the regenerating 
body to ust the dedifferentiated cells for 
any purpose that may ke required for 
rebuilding the organ. 


To use another analogy, it is as though 
a trained accountant or scientist or any 
other comparable sort of specialist were 
suddenly to be sent back in time to school 
at the age of 14 with his rather narrow 
specialization wiped away, and he were 
to be given the chance to start again,

In the U.S, at New Orleans University, 
small mammals, opossums, have heen 
made partially to regenerate amputated 
limbs, The opossums did not regenerate 
anything like complete limbs, and some 
failed to respond at all, but at least one 
produced a completely recognisable foot 
with the major portions of three toes. 
Remember, this is an animal with basical- 
ly the same genetics and growth system 
as a human being. 

Professor Polezhaev has said the prob- 
Jem of restoring lost or damaged tissues 
in man should be solved not in the dis- 
tant but in the foreseeable future. He 
and other scientists have already some 
idea of how to awaken to life the ability 
to grow spare-part organs, which has 
survived from our primitive animal an- 
eestors many millions of years ago. At 
present much research is heing directed 
towards making it possible to use spare 
parts taken from animals to repair human 
bodies. Not only anti-vivizectionists will 
agree that growing our own spare parts 
is a much more humans and attractive 
alternative. cay

LONDON. — 
GTAND alone in London's Scho for a few 
"minutes and, 58 sure as Eros is around 
the corner," some shady character will 
sidie up to you suggesting, under the guise 
of wanting a light for his cigarette, that 
you may care to see “some interesting films 
wot you wont see in the cinema.” 

Having parted with your minimum en- 
“trance fee of £5, you will be admitted to 
8 suitably darkened basement room (80 
that you will not be embarrassed by the 
presence of your fellows) and there sub- 
jected — or treated, it depends on your 
taste — to an hour of celluloid obscenity 
in which nothing escapes the camera’s eye: 

If the visual excitements are insufficl- 
ently stimulating, there is always a good 
chance that the door will burst open to 
admit a posse of burly London policemen 
and you will find yourself, if not on a cri- 
minal charge, then at least-at the other 
end of the police superintendent's desk, 
looking appropriately sheepish while he 
advises you to find something better to do 
with your time in the future. 

If a brush with a Jaw officer is not a 
burning ambition, one of London’s private 
cinema clubs will quickly arrange mem- 
bership and permit you, for a suitable sub- 
scription, to sit in one of its comfortable 
club chairs, in the company of the tlred 
businessmen in which the city seems to 
abound. But you will have to be satisfied 
with something much less Lhan the ultimate 
in filmed pornography. 

Cinema clubs have stlil to keep within 
the bounds of the law. While current of- 
ferings promise much (— “Greedy for Sex" 
and “Mini-skirt Love” — an uncensored 
@ouble-bill —) the limit of their daring 
is what is apparently known in the trade 
as 2 “B and B show,” the B standing al- 
ternatively for Bosoms and Bottoms. This. 
of course, is the fringe trade and a very 
tatty fringe at that. It is also. according 
to those who should know, 2 dying trade 
as well, being killed off, they will tell you, 
by the “Jegitimate cinema" which has 
“gone all sexy.” - 

How sexy? 


Just how sexy is a moot point and one 
which was debated at length the other 
night by Mr. John Trevelyan, the secretary 
of the British Board of Film Censors, who 
attracted a capacity crowd of 5,000 to the 
Royal Festival Hall where, with the aid of 
clips cut from offending films, he sought 
to explain the considerations which influ- 
ence his colleagues and himself in safe- 

ing the nation’s morality. 

The British Board of Fitm Censors is a 
voluntary body set up by the film industry 
to protect its own good name. Its certifi- 
cation of a film as “Γ᾿ — for universal, 
meaning all the family can go without em- 
barrassment, “A”—for adult, which means 
that children under the age of 16 can only 
be admitted in the care of a parent or a 
guardian, and “K" —~ which absolutely 
forbids admission to anyone under 16, has 
worked reasonably weil. 

The certification provides a general guide 
to the moral tenor of the film and is open 
to challenge before the appropriately named 
“watch committees” of local councils 
throughout the country. The censor can 
even be overridden completely by local 
councils. Thus, the Greater London Coun- 
cil permitted the public showing, with an 
X certificate of the film version of “Ulys- 
565." The censor had banned its showing 
unless cuts were made, and this the pro- 
ducers refused to do. 

Mr. Trevelyan, who warned his Festival 
Ball audience that “I am not here to give 
you a dirty film show,” explained that the 
Board would prefer not to cut films at 
all but impHed that both public and film 
trade were better off by allowing this form 
of censorship than by throwing themselves 
on the mercy of the police and the director 
of public prosecutions under the Obscene 
Publications Act. 

Taking his avid listeners through the 

tions and philosophy of film censor- 
ship, Mr. Trevelyan drew a patter of ut- 
ters with his explanation that: “In a U 
certificate film an unwed couple are al- 
lowed as far as the bedroom door; in an 
A they go through the door and up to the 
bed; in an X they ere allowed to do a cer- 
tain amount on the bed, the amousl vary- 
ing from one year to the next.”

TEL AVIV. — Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan has resigned from the Labour 
Party Leadership Bureau, according to 
party sources, However, ‘official party 
circles declined to confirm the fact that 
a letter from Mr. Dayan was received 
at the office of Party Secretary-General 
Pinhas Sapir. Copies were sent to the 
iwo Assistant Secretaries-General, Shi- 
mon Peres and Avraham Gevelher. 

According to the sources, Mr. Dayan did 
not give any motive for nls move, only 
writing that due notification will be made 
as to his replacement from cx-Ratfi. 

These sources linked Mr. Dayan’s step 
with the vote at the party Central Com- 
iuittee against internal elections in 1969, 
and his frequent expression of distaste 
that the party executive forums will con- 
tinue on a basis of factional representa- 
tion. However, it Js not known whether 
this Ia anyway reflected his reaction to 
the bitter attacks launched against him 
at that meeting by Mrs. Golda Me!lr and 
Transport Minister Moshe Carmel. 

The party leadership is now pursuing 
its drive for the alignment with Mapani, 
the vote being scheduled for October 17. 
Prime Minister Eshkol was scieduied to 
have met here last night with the party's 
affiliated Arab Knoeaset members, in 2 
further attempt to persuade them to drop 
their objections to the inclusion of the 
Mapam Arab M.IK. in the aligned list, as 
denianded by Mapam, 

This meeting was reported to have been 
arranged without the knowledge of the 
party's Arab Affairs Department, whose 
heads —- Mayor Abba Khoushy of Haifa 
and Mr. Amnon Linn, M.K., object to the 
Maoam deniands. 

Official Labour Party circles declined 
to comment last night on increased Ma-

Medical work “must not be burdened by placing an exaggerated 


threat of 


Jegal liability on a doctor's decisions.” The Supreme Court held this yesterday 
in rejecting the appeal of a woman against a District Court decision denying 
her IL50,000 damage suit against the Histadrut Sick Fund and a Kupat Holim 
doctor who allegedly damaged her vocal chords while operating on her throat. 


The District Court rejected her conten- 
tion that the doctor had been negligent, 
but awarded her IL3,000 for “pain and suf- 
fering” caused to her as ἃ result of a slip. 
Anud.the Supreme Court yesterday also 
rejected an appeal by the Sick Fund 
against the District Court's ruling that the 
doctor had been in any way reDliss, 

Justice Yitzhak Kister wrote the Su- 
preme Court's reasoned judgment, with 
the Deputy President, Justice Moshe Sil- 
berg, and Justice Zvi Berinson concurring. 

Justice Kister, basing himself mainly on 
halachic (Jewish religious law) sources, 
held that physicians, for examplc, who 
practice under permits issued by the pub- 
Uc authorities, are to be held responsible 
for physical damage to people only: when 
they commit this damage under circum- 


“stances which the sources defing as 


criminal. 

This —- despite the fact that human 
beings are considered liable even for phy- 
sical damage which they accidentally com- 
M™it- against their fellow humans. Other- 
wise, Justice Eister held, doctors, whose 
task 1s to Save lives, will refrain from at- 
tempting to do so in cases where they 
may fear that if they fail to do so they 
will be held legally lable. 

“And there are times when a doctor 
Tausat operate, even though a certain risk
